AT WAR IN WHICH TO LIVE

Prices of l"oodst.uffs Huve Not In-
creased Maoterially

Italy is sald tn be the cheapest of the
eountries nt war In which to live—cheaper
even than neutral Switzerlond. Hotel rates
nre still reasonable and house and apart-
ments rents are oven lower than they
were before the war, Food prices have
not Increased as much as In France, Ger-
many and England. This last-mentioned
ocondition s due malnly to the laws pro-
hibiting the exportation of all foodstufTs.

The only food produet, the Increase in
the price of which has troubel the Italian
ntomach, is macaroni. Its price has gone
from & to 10 cents & pound. Eggs have
remalned stationary In price

BRITISH WAR OFFICE EXEMPTS
SUB-EDITORS (COPY READERS)

Considered More Essentinl to Papers
Than Any Other Members of
the Staffs

The British War OfMce has refused to
axompt from army service a great many
newspaper men and women who have
been designated by the Newwppper Pro
prietor's Assoclation of London as essen.
tinl to the work of publishing the loecal
papers.

Art editors, photographers and dark-
room operators are not considered an edl-
torial staff employes by the War Ofes,
and it refused to exempt them from mill-
tary sarvica. The same ruling woas up-
plied to all soviety editars, fetion editors,
sporting editors and headline writers
Sub-editors (copy readers) were considered
more essential to the papers than any of
the other members of the staffs

"“The genernl prinelple to be followed."
the War OfMce ruled, “is that the men to
be exempted are serving some vitwl pur-
pose during a time of war"

Many of the leading London papera
were careful to publish a notloe resding
much like this: *It should be mentioned
that the editor of the London hur
not applied for exemption or postponement
of services In any case of any war-age
men on the cditorial stuly.”
